A  NEW  RACE  OF  HORT 1CULTURAL  HYBRIDS  developed  in  my  experimental  garden, 
the  floreta  of  which  are  characterized  by  their  alternating  small  and 
large  petals.  This  new  form  is  one  of  the  few  really  distinct  breaks  in 
the  conventional  gladiolus  form,  and  is  the  only  type  of  gladiolus  with 
symmetrical  form  extant.  It  is  a  man-made  species.  READ  THE  STORY  OF  THE 
DEVELOiVENT  OF  GLADIOLUS  ALTERNATUS  IN  THE  1936  YEARBOOK  0  F  THE  N.E.G.3., 
page  38,  and  see  the  photographs  facing  page  47.  Gladiolus  Alternatus  is 
dainty  enough  for  the  rockery,  yet  rugged  enough  for  the  hardy  border  or 
cut  flower  garaen.

The  daintiest  bowls  or  vases  may  be  used 
on  desk  or  table.  Be  among  the  first  to  grow  and  exhibit  these  rare  new 
sorts  in  your  community.  Florists  will  also  find  them  useful.  The  flowers 
present  harmonious  color  combinations  in  themselves  And  are  so  uniformly 
placed  that  there  is  an  entire  lack  of  top-heaviness.  The  spikes  have  a
